Our theme, ''The Spirit Of '76,'' has been inspired by the spirit of celebration that extends throughout our 
country during this Bicentennial Year. One cannot help but see the symbols of the Bicentennial. Buildings, 
trucks, store fronts, packages and advertising copy are replete with red, white, and blue. Stars, stripes and 
other various National symbols seem to have replaced other attention getters. 

It seems as if attention is again greatly drawn to some of the symbols of our National origin - the historical 
flags of our country. This issue of our Crusader Yearbook has used parts of four flags of importance to us. These 
flags are pictured as integral parts of our class division pages. 


The following information is intended to help you understand these National symbols. 


The flag, as it is called by many, stands for the hard work, ded- 
ication and sacrifice of those who have worked to make our country 
one of the most successful and admired on this earth. The thirteen 
red and white stripes stand for the original thirteen colonies, and 
the fifty stars on a field of blue represents the union of the states. 
George Washington said of our original flag, ''We take the stars 
; and blue from our Heaven, the red from our Mother Country, sepa- 
si rating it by white stripes, thus showing that we have separated

The Bennington Flag was carried at the battle of Bennington 
Vermont, during the Revolutionary War. The Bennington flag had 
seven white and six red stripes with the white at top and bottom its 
canton bore the numerals 76, surrounded by eleven stars in a hor- 
seshoe shape, with the twelfth and thirteenth stars in the upper 
corners of the canton of blue.

The official symbol of the American Revolution Bicentennial is 
derived from the stars, stripes and colors of the United States Flag. 

The symbol takes the form of an American 5-pointed star in 
white, surrounded by continous red, white and blue stripes which 
form a second star. This double star is symbolic of the two centu- 
ries which have passed since the American Revolution. 

This symbol is incorporated in a flag on a field of white and is 
widely flown in observance of our National Bicentennial celebra- 
tion during 1976.
